NEW YORK, Jan. 7. 

HEN word went abroad that 
W score Kaufman and Edna 

Ierber were writing a com- 
edy about a theatrical family en 
deshabille—some such magnificent 
and faintly fabulous tribe as the 
Kembles, let us say, or the Barry- 
mores—we might, I think, have 
foreseen that it would be not only 
as richly comic as “The Show 
Shop,” but as fond and  heart- 
warming as “Trelawney of the 
Wells.” So indeed it proved to be. 
[t seems to me that the company 
which Jed Harris has assembled 
(by use of posses, bloodhounds, de- 
coy ducks and writs of manddmus) 
are able to realize a good deal less 
than all the treasures of laughter 
that lie in the Kaufman-Ferber 
script. Yet “The Royal Family,” 
even as it was played at the Sei- 
wyvn on the Wednesday of Christ- 
mas week, gave me the most thor- 
oughly enjoyable first-night I had 
experienced in many and many a 
week. Certainly since “Porgy.” 


“The Reyal Family” is a brief, 
crowded, violent chapter in the 
annals of the House of Cavendish. 
It observes the various Cavendishes 
in the process of quitting the stage 
forever, all except old Fanny 
Cavendish, who is ordering the 
scenery of “Mrs. Castlemaine’ 
dusted off for another trek across 
the continent, even when it is writ- 
ten large in the lines of her face 
and the sag of her shoulders that 
she will not live to board the train 

Tony Cavendish may half believe 
himself when he talks of studying 
the violin in Munich and eating 
rice in India and filling out his 
days just looking at Chartres Ca- 
thedral. But, Lord, he has been 
retiring from the stage every sca- 
son since he wore the velvet pants 
and lace collar of Fauntleroy. And 
you know he will be back again in 
no time with a new play in his 
Trunk. . 

Little Gwen may go so far, in 
one of her wild attempts to be a 
person instead of just a Cavendish, 
as to marry into the Scarsdale set 
and withdraw from the public view 
long enough to present the world 
with Aubrey Cavendish Stuart. But 
a few weeks later she is talking 
business with Terry Heiburn of the 
Theater Guild (nothing so gross as 
salary mentioned, of course) and 
even that pardonable interlude 
probably struck her grandmothe: 
as rather effeminate. Gwen's 
mother, Julie Cavendish, had 
Known her business better, having 
been an instinctive enough troupe:

T quote from a news report in 
My scrapbook: 

“Every part of Lavigne’s face

ful gameness, When he retired 
to his corner at the end of the 
seventh round he looked like a 
beaten man. His face was puffed, 
his left ear was bleeding and 
seemed to be hanging on a 
shred.”’ 

Early in the fight one of Wal- 
cott’s pile-driver jolts had injured 
my left ear. As he kept banging at 
it, the ear swelled up like a funny 
shaped tomato. Finally a right 
swing exploded the ‘“‘tomato,” and 
the blood that flowed from it made 
me a gory sight. 

But despite my awful appearance 
1 went to my corner at the close 
of the seventh round confident I 
was going to win. My seemingly 
unlimited strength and speed stood 
by me. Even then I felt as if I 
could knock down an elephant.

Radio Commission May Change 
Wave Assignments to Pa- 
cific Coast Stations. 


By THOMAS STEVENSON. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. %7.—The 
Federal Radio Commission is con- 
sidering a plan to reduce inter- 
ference between Atlantic and Pa- 
stations. The same 
channels have been assigned to 
Eastern and Western broadcasters. 
This has resulted in interference, 
although in many cases the sta- 
tions are separated by thousands 
of miles. : 

For example, there is a hetero- 
dyne beat between WEAF, New 
York, and KGY, Portland, Ore., 
both of which operate on 491.5 me- 
ters (610 kilocycles). 

| Would Shift Channels, 

KGY does not go on the air un- 
til 8 or 9 o’clock, St. Louis time. 
From then until WEAF signs off, 
there is interference between the 
two Stations. It is not so

HOEVER it was 
that  enuneiated 
the famous bro- 
mide, “It’s the 
woman who pays 
and pays and 
pays,” never vis- 
ited Hollywood, 
America’s screen 
idols say. Every 
time the wife of a 


director or a star becomes aggrieved 


and decamps, some Judge socks him 
for a bankroll which would make the 
average man wilt his collar or collapse 
right there on His Honor’s floor. The 
result is that something like a million 
lollars a year is being passed across 
the alimony table by these picture folk 
and the ex-wives are enjoying the 
spending of some nifty little fortunes. 

A California statistician has set out 
to prove that Hollywood is America’s 
most prolific ‘Garden of Allah” 
(mony). A wife who lives with a char- 
acter actor three years, he says, is en- 
titled to about $1200 per annum in 
alimony. One who lives with a fea- 
tured player four years can get from 
$1200 to $1800 per annum, and to 
become the wife of a successful di- 
rector or star gives assurance of ali- 
mony collections ranging anywhere 
from $5000 to $25,000 a year, to- 
gether with a lump sum which may 
amount to half a million. 


There isn't any humor to the situa- 
tion as the screen actors see it. It's a 
drama to them. They see their ex- 
wives riding in expensive limousines 
(for which they have paid), see them 
visiting fashionable cafes and wearing 
exquisite gowns, while they, them- 
selves, toil away in the studios. The 
merry widows of Hollywood greet their 
former mates with pleasant smiles, 
chat with them, dance with them, mo- 
tor with them and usually take pains 
to be friendly. Not all of them do, of 
course, but many do. And why not? 
The courts have told the ex-husbands 
how much they must pay and the ex- 
wives how much they will get, so why 
not make the best of it? 


HARLIE CHAPLIN’S first wife, 
* Mildred Harris, got a paltry 

$200,000 when she settled with 
the comedian after having been Mrs. 
Chaplin for less than two years. But 
Lita Gray, his latest wife, as every- 
one knows, nicked his bank account 
for $825,000, and cost him a million 
before he was free. This was the high- 
water mark, but the statistician is 
showing that there are a lot of other 
powerful waves surging across Holly- 
wood's alimony sea. 

When William S. Hart, famous “‘two- 
gun man’ of the films, broke with 
Winifred Westover Hart, he. estab- 
lished a $200,000 trust fund for her 
and their son, and promptly forgot it. 
His alimony payments are taken care 
of by the bank. John Gilbert, too. ar- 
ranged to wind up his alimony pay- 
ments quickly by sending Leatrice Joy 
$300 a week till he had given her $15.- 
O00, In a year he was done except for 
$50 a week which goes for the support 
and education of their daughter. This 
ceases when she has reached the age 
18 and amounts to $2600 a year.

But the vast ma- 
jority of divorced 
screen stars and di- 
rectors will be paying 
alimony for years to 
come. Mrs. Reginald Den- 
ny, herself an actress, went 
into divorce court a few 
weeks ago, told how her 
handsome husband learned 
to think more of an air- 
plane than of her and how 
he caused her ‘grievous 
mental suffering by taking 
their little daughter flying, 
too. She emerged with an 
alimony order for $1000 a 
month — $12,000 a _ year. 
And, as Irving Berlin 
wrote, this is ‘‘Not for 
just an hour, not for just 
a day, not for just a year—but al- 
ways!’’ She was married to Denny 
at Calcutta, India, in 1923, and lived 
with him four years. 


ENNY, however, got off lucky as 
[) comarea with a lot of others. 

There is Francis X. Bushman, for 
instance. This star of the stage and 
screen has paid—and still is paying— 
for his matrimonial experiences. In his 
settlement with his first wife, Josephine, 
he agreed to give her $40,000 in cash, 
buy and furnish a home for her and then 
pay her. $500 a week. That was seven 
years ago. He still is paying. Yet the 
middle of last September Mrs. Bush- 
man I arrived in Hollywood bent on 
collecting more than $50,000, which 
she said was the amount her hand- 
some husband was in arrears. Five 
hundred dollars a week for seven years 
amounts to $182,000. Nota bad sum. 

But that isn’t all of Mr. Bush- 
man’s alimony griefs. When he 
and his second wife, Beverly Bayne, 
parted, he signed an agreement 
to pay her $25 a week, more than 
$100 a month, for the maintenance, 
education and support of their son, 
Richard Stansbury Bushman, and to 
put up an additional $100 a month 
until $10,000 has been paid, which is 
to be a cumulative trust fund, payable 
to the boy when he reaches his ma- 
jority.

When the California courts name a 
specific amount to be forwarded to 
ex-wives as alimony, they make no 
provisos, insert no “if’’ or ‘‘unless”’ 
clauses. The money has to be forth- 
coming in a reasonable time or out 
pops a Deputy Sheriff with a big sil- 
vered star and a warrant 
for the tardy actor to ap- 
pear before some Judge.

As he grew up he developed a ma- 
nia for getting into fights. As he was 
such a midget in size, usually he was 
thrashed most unmercifully by the 
dogs he tackled.

Finding he could not win these bat- 
tles, he hit on a peculiar way of grati- 
fying his fondness for strife, without 
danger to himself. He picked ac- 
quaintance with a huge and formidable 
Airedale, one of the most. terrible 
fighters in the neighborhood. Although 
Toodles seldom made friends with any 
dog, the Airedale was an exception. 
The two became chums and went 
everywhere together. 

The Atredale’s name was Rowdy. He 
had a protective love for his tiny pal.

IMITED to children ‘in the 
profession''—their ages
